$20,000 bond.

As I write this column, 
President Bush:is preparing to 
sign the final version of the 
Energy, Independence and 
Security Act, which passed the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
on December 18. 

I voted for this legislation:in 
January, and agdin last week, 
because it contains some need- 
ed changes to our national ener- 
zy policy. However, the new 
energy bill still. falls short ‘in 
providing Americans with 
enough alternative fuel choices 
or needed access to untapped 
domestic energy resources. 

The “perfect storm” of a sus- 
tained, strong . international 
demand for oil: and gas, com- 


bined with the heated: rhetoric , 


of oil producing regimes hostile 
to the United States, continues 
to drive our energy costs to 
record high levels, I don’t think 
anyone was surprised last week 


to learn that consumer prices — 


rose 0.8 percent in, November, 
due largely to the higher cost of 
energy. 

Recent opinion. polls show 
the American people place 
dependence upon foreign ener- 
gy at the top of their concerns, 
along with high energy costs. 
They realize that this country 
must do more ‘to increase 
domestic energy supplies while

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| Energy bill not perfect but a start 


counterproductive measures 
from the Bnergy Act, including 
mandatés that utility companies 
generate 15 percent of their 
electricity from renewable ener- 
gy sources such as wind and 
solar, This would have unfairly 
penalized many southern states, 
including in Alabama, where 
wind and solar power genera- 
tion is not technically feasible. 
While increased automobile 
fuel efficiency and the promo- 
tion of biofuel blends for gaso- 
line is a positive step, a true

Outdoors with Ben

We all remember our elders 
telling us to stop, look and listen 
before we crossed the street. 
Were deer to pass along similar 
advice to their young, they'd 
modify their version to” “Stop, 
look, listen and smell for 
humans.” : 

If you are one of the thou- 
sands of hunters who have 
failed to connect with a buck 
because they were winded well} 
before they were aware of their 
quarries approach, you may 
want to consider using an attrac- 
tant or cover scent. 

Over forty-five years ago, on 
my first deer hunt a cousin told 
me to rub pine needles over my 
clothes, boots and hat, I didn’t 
get a buck that day but several 
does came within 10 yard of me, 
I became a believer in cover 
scents that day. 

Pine needles, crushed acorns, 
sassafras, and other readily 
available natural scents are still 
free for the taking. But deer

ic, along with candles, wafers, 
gels wicks, and poppers. The 
number of different cover scents 
is enough to boggle the mind. 
You can find bottled pine, acorn, 
sassafras, squirrel, skunk, and 
fox cover scents, , 

The first thing to do before 
applying that cover scent is to 
take a good bath with an odor 
free soap or baking soda. Just 
make sure that the cover scents 
youyuse matches the local vege- 
tation, It does little good to be 
in the middle of a swamp near a 
beaver pond and apply a pine 
scent when there isn't a pine tree 
for some distance. Here acorn, 
or earth scent would be a good 
choice if using natural scents. 
Pine, or cedar is good if these 
trees are growing close to your 
stand, : 

Be sure to wash your hair 
with an odor free soap also. 
Body cleansers such as the ones 
used by hospitals to combat bac- 
teria growth on patients are a 
good choice. Hunters can make 
themselves almost odorless for 
three to four hours after bathing. 
After this time, odor-causing 
bacteria begins to grow and our 
body odor increases, The more 
activity we subject ourselves to 
the more we perspire and the 
odor increases, 


Remember to fuel up the 
hunting vehicle the night before, 
as gasoline or diesel fuel or your 
cloths will have about the same 
effect as if you were playing a 
base drum while sitting in your 
stand. 

Covering one’s scent isn’t 
rocket science, but it does 
require a little effort. Pine nee- 
dies rubbed over the clothes 
from cap to boots still works, so 
does handfuls of crushed acorns 
and decayed humus, Just 
remember to apply that cover 
scents before entering the 
woods, that way you will see 
more antlers than “flags”.

A prolonged drought in the 
majority of the state will mean 
the usual methods of hunting 
may not be very productive, 
depending on the amount of 
rainfall received on the property 
to be hunted. 

“Most people’s green fields 
aré non-existent,” said Dan 
Moultrie Of Birmingham, chair- 
man of the Alabama 
Conservation Advisory Board: 
“If we don’t get any rain,.it’s 
going to be a tough year for 
deer. If it gets dry enough, a lot 
of the fawns will get milk, but 
the does are going to have a 
tough time keeping up. I learned 
this in Texas — you won't see the 
effect immediately, but as. the 
fawn crop matures in five or six 
years you see that these fawns 
never catch up,” 

Moultrie, who has studied 
deer and deer habitat extensive- 
ly in Alabama and Texas while 
building the Moultrie Feeders 
business, said hunters will likely 
have to change their habits to be 
successful. 

“It's going to be ‘old-fash- 
joned hunting,” jhe said, “The 
people who are used to hunting 
green fields, they’re going -to 
have to go back to the woods 
iind concentrate on acorns or 
whatever food source they can 
find, Unless we get rain, the 
only decent food source is going 
to be acorns. Some places do 
have good acorn crops, but not 
everybody. 

“If you can find a.creek with 
water, I'd recommend hunting 
the acorns on the edge of the 
creek, I think that will be the 
most productive area to hunt. 
Under these conditions, you find 
the food source and you find the 
animals. When it’s this dry, deer 
will basically “eat . anything 
green. I’ve even seen them eat 
magnolia leaves’ in Macon 
County, and that’s definitely not 
a preferred food.” 

Despite the less-than-favor- 
able conditions, Moultrie said at 
least a few people have man- 
aged to keep their sense of 
humor. 

“[.got a call the other day and 


~ the guy asked if it would be bait- 


ing to put a bucket of water out 
in the middie;,of a field,” 
Moultrie laughed. “I told them I 
didn’t know, but I referred it to 
the Commissioner (Barnett 
Lawley).” 

If the weather pattern changes 
and winter rains become a reali- 
ty, Moultrie said there could be

*The only. quick way I know 


‘to get a late, late winter’ food 


plot is to take Marshall rye and 
broadcast it over the food plot,”

“And if we don't get any rain, 
there are a lot of people who 
have spent a lot of money on 
fertilizer and seed, The seed will 
be gone, but the fertilizer will be 
still laying there, In the spring, 
instead of losing the fertilizer, 
it would be a great year to come 
back in and plant spring forage. 
That will benefit the deer and a 
lot of other wildlife.” 

Keith Guyse, Wildlife Section 
Assistant Chief in the Alabama 
Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources’ Wildlife — 
and. Freshwater Fisheries 
Division, said that while the 
drought, will have an effect on 
the state’s abundant deer herd - 
estimated at 1.75-million ani- 
mals — he doesn’t expect dire 
consequences. 

“It certainly puts a lot of 
stress on the deer, but I don’t 
expect to see any direct mortali- 
ty from it,” Guyse said. “I don’t 
think we'll see any deer starve 
to death. Summer is usually 
tough on deer’anyway, and this 
year has been hetsand dry. 

“T think ai et to see 
lower weights and some deer in 
poor condition. You're probably 
going to see a lot of ribs. Fawns 
born in August have tough con- 
ditions to begin with, and nurs- 
ing puts a heavy burden on does. 
That doesn’t mean every deer is 
going to be skinny, but those 
clubs who keep. weights are 
likely “to see that average 
weights are going to be down.” 
Guyse said the natural browse 
deer utilizé is of poor quality 
and the mast production is basi- 
cally hit and miss across the 
state. 

“Overall, I don’t think the 
food supply is going to improve 
until spring green-up,” he said. 
“Tt surely wasn’t good condi-’ 
tions for fall planting. Some 
people were able to wait until 
they got a little. moisture. The 
deer are hitting those places 
hard, The natural food supply is 
dry and tough. They like that 
tender growth. 

“But deer always find some- 
thing to eat. It’s not necessarily 
good things, things, they digest 

well. But deer are pretty 
resilient. They stick it out and 
when it. greens up in spring 
they'll be ready to eat.” 
Dr. Warren Strickland of 
Huntsville, a renowned 
bowhunter and member of’ the 
Alabama Conservation 
Advisory Board, said he has 
several decent food plots, 
although he realizes he is one of 
the lucky few. 

“I was fortunate to get rain 
after | planted,” Strickland said, 
“But [know of a lot of clubs and 
hunters who have not been able 
to get any production in their 
food plots, It is fairly frustrat- 
ing. 

“There's not much in the way 


cially in my part of the state,” he 
said. “I’ve got one small puddle 
of water in shaded area in a 
drainage. It’s just a little seep, 
but the deer are all over it. If you 
find any water source, it will be 
4 great place to hunt. 

“Hunters are going to have to 
go into the timber and look for 


of activity around that tree.” 
When all efse fails, Strickland 
concentrates on travel routes 
and bedding areas. : 

“] try to intercept a deer leav- 
ing or going into a bedding 
area,” he said, “On most proper- 
ties, you should know where the 
bedding areas are. That’s a good 
place to start. Trails are much 
more prevalent around the bed- 
ding areas. I have a great morn- 
ing stand with a food plot and 
hardwoods, plus there’s a big 
thicket in between..It’s a great 
travel corridor and a great place 
to. intercept. the deer.” 
Trying to slip through the woods 
in search of deer is going to be.a 
waste of time, according to 
Strickland. 

“You're going to have to.get 


in a strategic place and be . 


patient,” he said. “When you're 
in the woods, it’s like walking 
on corn flakes, You can even 
walk on grass and it crunches. 
We just need to hope and pray 
for rain.”
